Citnada is getting a black 
eye in pres.s comment ainund 
the world on its handling of 
the Taiwan-Olympics con¬ 
troversy. 

No issue in recent history 
ha.s aroused such hostility 
against the Canadian govern¬ 
ment as its barring Tai¬ 
wanese athletes from entering 
Canada to comitote in the 
Montreal Games unless ihcy 
diT)p their identity as repi*e- 


scnlativcs of the Republic f)f 
Chitm. 

With few exceptions the 
world press accused Ottawa 
of bowing and scraping before 
the Peking administration to 
foster trade and curry favor. 

Many nen-spapers also de¬ 
scribed this as the dai'kest 
chapter in the history of the 
Olympic movement, blaming 
I he International Olympic 
Committee executive board as 
much as the Canadian govern¬ 


ment for a situation which, 
the New York Times said, 
may lead to eventual destruc¬ 
tion of the current concept of 
the Games. 

One of the strongest com¬ 
ments came from the Ham- 
b u r g tabloid Bildzeitung 
which maintains that black¬ 
mail by Canada and China has 
carried the Games to the 
grave. 

The issue has aroused deep 
emotions almost eveiywhere. 


'rhe New York Times cfi- 
ticized the Canadian govern¬ 
ment for “flagrant political 
abuse and misuse” of the 
Games now reduced “to a 
mockery of the Olympic 
ideal. .. 

“Four years from now, the 
Summer Olympics are sche¬ 
duled to be held in the Soviet 
Union. Moscow now has be¬ 
fore it a precise model of the

At the same time the 67-

Sea union bosses 
back Ladner plan 
for ferries peace 


Executive officers of two 
marine service coVi)i)onents 
will recommend acceptance 
of the Ladner proimsals for 
settlement of the R.C. Ferries 
dispute, union sources said 
Tuesday. 

Dne source said it would be 
a matter of proposing “reluc¬ 
tant ” acceptance of the report 
f>f industrial intiuiry commis¬ 
sioner Hugh Ladner. 

Meanw'hlle, B.C. Govern¬ 
ment Employees' Union gen¬ 
eral secretary John Fryer 
said there was nothing excit¬ 
ing about the recommen¬ 
dations. He said the report 
held contentious issues to a 
minimum. 

The recommendations are 
nOn-binding on the licensed 
and unlicensed branches of 
Ihe BCGEU marine servic es. 


In passing them on to the 
union and Public Sei-vice 
Conimission, Labor Minister 
Allan Williams described the 
reiKirt as good. He said he p.\- 
ppctefl the union would acce|»l 
if. 

I.adner came into the pi.- 
ture \Rsi month at a time 
when the ferry service was 
being threatened with strike 
action over hours of work and 
layoffs. The layoff of an es¬ 
timated 200 feriy workers 
June 1 was preceded by sev¬ 
eral days of .job action that 
dela.ved regular sailings.

Killanin said that “evciyone 
urged the Taiwanese to stay’’ 
and compete. 

He insisted refieatedly: “We 
have not barred the admission 
of the Republic of CThina - it 
was the Canadian government 
which said they could not 
enter under the name of 
China.” 

The IOC president observed 
that even the Canadian Olym¬ 
pic Association had “con¬ 
demned the Canadian govern¬ 
ment out of hand” in an earli¬ 
er statement. 

Asked whether the fOC ac- 
quiesence in the Canadian 
government’s demands had 
set a dangenius precedent 
that might lead to future fkv 
litical interventions in the 
Olympic Games’, Killanin re¬ 
plied: 

“Thai is our great worry: it 
is the first time in Olympic 
history that this has hap¬ 
pened.” 

He agreed with another 
questioner that “this consti¬ 
tutes the most serious "threat 
.vet to the Olympic Games.” 

Killanin said he had not dis- 
cussed the dispute over Tai¬ 
wan with Prime Minister Trih 
deau when they met earlier in

Prisoner trio blamed for death 


Farris flays

OTTAWA An unnamed 
prison guard who deliberately 
mixed up the weaiions used in 
the shooting of Mary Stein- 
hauser at ll]e federal peniten- 
Haiy in New Westminster was 
severely criticized hy the 
Farris incjuiry repoii released 
Tisesday. 

The repori of Chief Justice 
John L. Farris of the B.C. 
Supreme Court, commissioned 
by Ihe federal government, 
was critical of many other ac¬ 
tions of the penitentiary of¬ 
ficials, but it saved the 
strongest condemnation for 
one man. 

. This officer “intentkmally 


mixed up the guns for the 
piir|)ose of preventing if being 
known who fired the fatal 
shot,” Farris wrote. , 

He added the firison tactical 
squad had no rest during the 
41-hour hostage incident 13 
months ago and this may 
have accounted for the faulty 
shootipy. 

'I'hough it named no names, 
apart from laying the blame 
for classification officer Stein- 
hauseris death on inmates An¬ 
drew Bi-uce, Dwight Lucas 
and Claire Wilson, the report 
was generally critical of of¬ 
ficials and guards’ actions. 

It made a number of recom¬ 
mendations to prevent a re¬ 


mixup 

cunence. including control¬ 
ling prisoner access to other 
pails of the iastitutions, im¬ 
proving controls of kitchen 
knives and more j-ompelent 
squads to deal with such in¬ 
cidents. 

.A ^tement by Solieitor- 
Gener«‘YV«rren Allmand said 
many oA^he recommendations 
had already been implement¬ 
ed. 

Conservative MP John 
Reynolds, who pressed for the 
inquiry, saki in an intej’view 
the report read'tnore like a 
movie script and “seemed 
like a coverup.”.

Police step up patrols 


Tally-Ho horses 
slashed, mutilated

Saanich fiulice are tiying to 
unravel the mystery behind 
the slashing and mutilation 
early Monday of eight horses 
owned by the Tally-Ho sight¬ 
seeing tours. 

But they face difficult odds 
because they have nothing 
more than mute witnesses in 
the horses and two dogs that 
barked a warning. 

The bizarre crime was car¬ 
ried out under cover of dark¬ 
ness at about 2 a.m. in a 
BJenkinsof) Road nu^adiw 
where the horses are kept. 

It is the second time in less 
than a week that the com¬ 
pany’s horses have figured 
prominently in the news. Last 
week bon Poirier said he was 
fired as bam manager be¬ 
cause of his defence of the 
horses against what he called 
cruelty and neglect. 

But company siKikesmen 
said he was fired because he 
was unable fo get along w'ith 
fellow emjiloyees. They also 
denied that Ihe horses were 
suffering undue hardship and 
that the lone stallion was sick 
because of a lack of exercise. 

Poirier’s complaints 
brought two inspectors from 
the Society for' the Prevention 
of CrueJty to Animals to the 
Blenkinsop Road bam. Later 
the SPCA supfiorted the com- 
pany’§ argument, although it 
did say the stallion was suf¬ 
fering poor leg circulation 
from insufficient e.xcrcise. 

.None of the horses suffered 
critical in.iury in Monday’s 
senseless altacik. 


A Tally-Ho employee and 
another who worked for the 
company until recently said 
Tuesday that someone using a 
jagged pole or sharp object 
inflicted serious wounds in the 
vagina of one marc and cut a 
f»icce out of the vulva of an- 
tither. 


.Another six horses were 
slashed on the necks or 
shoulders. Some have been 
able to return to the .job of 
pulling the Tally-Ho wagons, 
but others remain at the bam 
under a veterinarian’s care.

"This exercise in crass poli¬ 


tics and broken promises, 
conducted by a Canadian gov¬ 
ernment that seems to have 
forgotten that country’s liber¬ 
al traditions, has done great 
violence to the spirit of the 
Olympics,” the paper says. 

Similar hostility was re¬ 
flected In many European 
newspapers. 

In liMidon, a Daily Mail re¬ 
port said the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment “succeeded even 
where Hitler failed by dictat¬ 
ing to the IOC who can partic¬ 
ipate. Nazi Germany wanted 
to exclude Jews but eventual¬ 
ly bowed under the threat 
that Berlin would not be the 
1936 Olympic city.”- 


Horses slashed 


Police are maintaining a 
close patrol of the area a.s a 
protection against the possi¬ 
bility of a second attack. 

Assistant bam manager Jay 
MoGee said the injuries to the 
horses — five geldings and 
three mares — were discov¬ 
ered after daylight by himself 
and bam manager Bob Ool- 
lin.s. 

However, Cbllins went out 
several hours earlier to inves¬ 
tigate the barking of two dogs 
tied on the property. McGee 
said Collins noticed the dogs 
were looking toward the 
meadow where the horses 
were kept, but that he could 
see nothing when he searched 
with a flashlight. 

He reportedly went hack to 
bed belie\ing the commotion 
was cau.sed by some animal 
that had ventured wito the 
property. 

McGee said the most hor¬ 
rifying discovery after day¬ 
break was the internal injury 
to a ppreheron mare named 
Babe. 

“Bob (Collins) had found 
.some of the other horses hurl, 
and then I saw Babe. She had 
blood all over her rear and 
her back legs.” 

He said Jeff, a gelding. 


"looked like^ he’d been 
stabbed by a nail in the front 
of his chest. It was about two 
inches deep.” 

He said the injuries on the 
necks and shoulders of som^ 
of the horses appeared as if 
they may have been inflicted 
"by someone swinging a 
board with a nail in it.” 

Cecil Oadees, who worked as 
“barn boss” since last sum¬ 
mer until just recently, said 
he was puzzled by the nature 
of the crime. 

"The strange thu^ is. how 
c-.ould they get so many of 
these horses at the same 
time?” 

Oakes is still living on tlie 
firoperty, but expects to leave 
soon. 

He said he was convinced 
the assailant must have been 
known to the horses "when 
they let him get that close.” 

He said he felt originally 
that someone had used a stick 
to injure the vagina and vulva 
of the two mares. 

"But a stick wouldn't have 
been adequate." he said of 
the injury to the vulva. 

"A chunk was taken out of 
the end of the vulva. I don’t 
think a stick would do it. just 
because of the way it was cut. 
It wasn’t tom.” 

Both men said no weapons 
were found. 


Another London paper, The 
Daily £}q)ress, said Taiwan 
made its exit "in the sweet 
name of political expediency” 
while The Daily Telegraph ac¬ 
cuses Ottawa of opening the 
door to “more sinister acts of 
blackmail in other major in¬ 
ternational sporting events.” 

But the Guardian places 
most of the blame on IOC 
chief Lord Killanin for turning 
a blind eye to the niceties of 
diplomacy. 

Two leading Swedish 
papers, Dagens Nyheter and 
Afronbladet, suggest the Ca¬ 
nadian government’s action is 
.logical since Taiwan is not in 
fact the RepubDc of China. 

In Paris, the French gov¬ 
ernment came to the support 
of Ottawa with Pierre Ma- 
zeaud, head of the department 
of youth and sport, saying the 
Taiwanese should be aUowed 
to come to Montreal “but not 
as representatives of China.” 
Mazeaud says there is an in- 
tematicffial trend to mix 
sports and politics. 

But the dally Parisien Libre 
calls the IOC executive’s deci¬ 
sion to yield to the Canadian 
government the first knockout 
blow to the Montreal Games. 

The French sport news¬ 
paper, I’Equipe, says , the 
Games have been sacrificed, 
adding “The paradox was 
that the Olympics submitted 
to tWs new outrage on the 
part of a democratic coqptry 
in which sports events usually 
take place in complete free¬ 
dom.” 

In Zurich. Switzerland’s 
leading newspaper. Blick, 
predicted the IOC will con¬ 
tinue to cave in to demands 
by national governments and 
in the end the Games them¬ 
selves will collapse. 

In Milan. Corriere Della 
.Sera said the IOC has capitu¬ 
lated before the Canadian 
government.

Queen meets Nova Scotians on Htdifax walk 


Halifax turns out for royal visit 


HAUEF’AX (CP) - The 
queen and Prince Philip 
w&ved and smiled to thoilr 
sands of persons Tuesday, thd 
first day of their 12-day tour 
of Canada, and had questions 
and comments for dozens of 
others who were presented to 
them. 

Tlie royal cotg)le was given 
a warm greeting in this old 
sekport. 

In late afternoon, they ai)- 
plauded through an hour-long* 
performance by Nova Scotia 
fiddlers, pipers, singers, 
dancers and other performers 
b^ore the queen returned to 
the royal yacht Britannia to 
prepare tor a private dinner 
aboard. 

As the couple was driven 
around the stadium, waving 
to about 10,000 cheering and 
flag-waving subjects, the 
gathering sang a traditional 
lament, ending with the re¬ 
frain: "Will ye no come back 
again?" 

Prince Philip was driven to 
a Canadian F\Hxies officers’ 
mess where he presented gold 
certificates to 66 New¬ 
foundland and Nova Scotia 
youths in the Duke of Edin¬ 
burgh awards program. 

Earlier, the queen turned a 
.sod to mark the official open¬ 
ing of a city recreation and 
convention centre, visited a 
senior citizens h^e and was 
applauded by hard-hatted 
workers during a shipyard 
visit. 

TTierc were touches of per- 
•sonal contact throughout the 
fiiTd day of the queen’s ninth 
visit to Canada. 

At Northwood Manor, the 
.'senior citizens project, Prince 
Philip asked Mrs. Susan 
Murphy to identify the picture 
on her T-shirt. 

Mrs. Murphy replied, 
"That’s the Fbnz,’’ referring 
to ttie character Henry 


Winkler plays on the TV pro- 
gr^ Happy Days. The 
Prince lauded. 

Several thousand persons 
jammed the area around the 
project and gave the quem an 
enthusiastic reception as she 
walked around. 

As she finished she was 
greeted by M-year-old Miss 
Marie Saddler ^ Indian Har¬ 
bor, N.S., who presented her 
with flowers, saying firmly: 
"Long may you reign and 
God bless you.’’ 

After a slow tour through 
the city, the noon-hour period 
was taken up by a dinner at 
Government House, where the 
visitors were guests of Lt.- 
Gov. Clarence Gosse and Mrs. 
Gosse. 

'The royal coui^e was joined 
at the lieutenant-governor’s 
residence by a restricted list 
of guests, including a young 
ethnic groig> in the costumes 
of ■ their ancestors’ native 
lands. * 

The queen and Prince Phi¬ 
lip circled the elegant draw¬ 
ing room meeting and chat¬ 
ting with the guests, including 
industrialist Qnrus Eaton, 93, 
a native of Fhigwash, N.S. 

An orchestra of school-age 
musicians played tunes rang¬ 
ing from Broadway musicals. 


Scottish ballads and the unof¬ 
ficial provi|ncial anthem, 
Farewell to Nova Scotia. 

' Luncheon included lobster 
tails and large strawberries. 

The lieutwiant-govemor 
welcomed the royal visitors 
and drew a chuckle from the 
queen when he mentioned 
"this «jnny jjrovince.’’ 

Britannia, en route from 
Boston where the royal couple 
ended a United States hicen- 
tennial tour, steamed through 
heavy tog, rain and high 


winds off the Nova Scotia 
coast early Tuesday and, tor 
the most part, the day re¬ 
mained foggy, cool and 
breezy. 

Premier Gerald Regan told 
the queen he was sorry she 
had a stormy night at sea. He 
said the queen replied: "It 
wasn’t really a rough trip tor 
me, but it certainly was for 
the captain." 

At the shipyard the royal 
couple rode an elevator about 
100 feet up to the main plat¬ 


form of an offshore oil-drilling 
rig under construction and 
spent about 10 minutes walk¬ 
ing arcRHid and questioning 
shipyard executives. 

Back at dockside, as their 
car moved‘away, they turned 
and waved to the workers 
clustered high above them. 

The workers broke into 
cheers from their high 
perches and doffed their hard 
hats, drawing generous waves 
and smiles from the queen 
and Prince Philip. 


MONTREAL (UPI) — Ri- 
tain’s Prinoew Anne, her hus¬ 
band Capt. Mark Phillips, and 
18 other memlbers of. the Brit¬ 
ish equestrian teain arrived 
Tuesday and, "like any other 
athlete,'* was whisked 
through totmalities to a waitr 
ing bus tor the drive to the 
CHympic village. 

Phillips, who won a gold 
medal in Munk^ as a 
member of the winning Brit¬ 
ish team, is only an alternate ^ 
this year.

M unicipal affairs minister Hugh curtis is 

to be congratulated on getting together all par¬ 
ties with an interest in solving the Saanich Peninsula 
water problem and asking them to reach a quick con¬ 
sensus on the best method. 

The minister has offered four options, in all of 
which the water would come from the Greater Vic> 
toria Water District system. The present supply from 
Elk and Beaver lakes and various wells, Mr. Curtis 
suggests, could be used for irrigation. 

But the Greater Victoria Water District would not 
be involved directly in the development of the new 
system, apparently, since this would be the respon¬ 
sibility of either the Capital Regional District or a 
Saanich Peninsula water authority or commission. 

In the first option, thought to be the most favored, 
existing peninsula water boards would disappear, the 
three municipalities affected would be responsible for 
water distribution within their boundaries, and the 
regional district would be responsible for the supply, 
meaning presumably the mains. 

The second option is similar but with substitution 
of the peninsula water authority for the regional dis¬ 
trict. The third would make this authority responsible 
for both supply and distribution, and the fourth would 


have the regional district responsible for the supply 
and would leave water distribution unchanged. 

One way or another, installing a system (and it has 
to come, now or later) is going to be expensive. A year 
ago authorities were talking in terms of |12 to $15 mil¬ 
lion to ensure an adequate supply of water for the 
18,0(X) persons in Central Saanich, North Saanich and 
Sidney. Mr. Curtis j has noted that in some circum¬ 
stances, federal and provincial financial help may be 
available. But the minister also makes the point that a 
supply of water must not lead to all-out development. 
So there can be no thought that the cost will be shared 
quickly with more residents in large numbers. 

At this rate the cost of extending the Greater Vic¬ 
toria system to serve the peninsula could work out to 
upward of $2(X) a household annually on top of the cost 
of the water itself, and there may he some who would 
hold that the three northern municipalities should 
“buy in,” additionally, to the Greater Victoria dis¬ 
trict. 

But it is in the regional interest to see that there is 
orderly and efficient water supply and distribution for 
the peninsula. Common sense may suggest that the 
Capital Regional District take on the supply function 
and be permitted to buy the water at the price the 
Greater Victoria municipalities, the owners, pay. 


The acceptance of metrics 


W ITH THE WEATHER it really isn’t a problem - 
the measuring, that is, not what we’re getting in 
this year of metric conversion. If you're not tdo fussy 
about accuracy, you double the Celsius reading and 
add 30 for Fahrenheit. Or if you want to be closer to 
the mark you double it, add 32 and subtract 1 degree 
for every multiple of 5 above 0. And if you want to be 
bang-on, it’s pencil and phd with multiplication by nine 
and division by 5 plus 32. Isn'tUt? 

But anyway, here we go the metric route with 
building and it will be a dandy. Provincial Housing 
Minister Hugh Curtis has his department working on 
four pilot projects in metric measurements to help the 
construction industry prepare for January 1, 1978, 
when inches, feet and yards go out the window. 
Tenders will be called for four housing subdivisions, 
one at Ladysmith, another at Creston, a third on the 
Lower Mainland and the other possibly in the area of 
Prince George, with specifications all in metrics. 
Land for the projects will be replotted in hectares, by 
the way. 

It’s being done at the request of the building in¬ 
dustry which sees a skyscraping headache coming 
with metric measurements, and perhaps a preview will 
ease the pain. Perhaps, but take a common ordinary 
two-by-four and what have you got? Forget it. A two- 
by-four isn’t. It’s .something less in the finished 
product which is coniplicated enough to get further in- 
. volved in centimetres. A 4.0625-by-9.0625? 

How the builders are going to cope is too much to 
try figuring out and it’s a wonder there hasn’t been any 
real signs of resistance to the scheduled change-over. 

But the inevitability of metric conversion 
throughout the whole shebang of weights and 


measures would seem to have been accepted, which is 
a strange state of affairs in a land where protest has 
become a watchword. 

There have been a few attempts to stir objections, 
like that of Queen’s University Professor Gerald 
Hodge who, in an articlq published by the Toronto 
Globe and Mail last year, questioned at length the need 
for change. 

The prqjFe^r is convinced that the advantages of 
the metBc s^tem are not nearly as substaqtial as the 
claims being made for them. On the argument, for in¬ 
stance, that world markets will be opened to Canadian 
manufacturers said to be losing between $100 and $200 
million annually in foreign trade, he has this to say: 

“First, world markets are not just sitting there 
waiting for us to exploit them by making sure our 
screws fit and our sizes are the same. A lot of pretty 
efficient firms in other countries know these sources 
of wealth, too. 

“Second, world trade is a two-way business. Once 
the Canadian scene is metricated, it will be an easy 
matter for foreign firms producing for the metric 
world to expand production and export to us. That old 
imperial system of feet, inches, gallons and quarts, it 
seems, acts as a ‘tariff barrier’ in favor of our firms. ' 

Why bother with this costly business, be asks? It 
does little to ease the problems of poverty, famine, 
economic disparity, environmental pollution • and 
urban deterioration, he maintains. “And while we are 
occupied with this latest novelty of industrial society 
we shall lose some momentum in trying to solve 
them.” 

His words are impressive but they are drowned 
out by the magnitude of metrication, the overwhelm¬ 
ing novelty, to use his description, of the undertaking 


The battle over atomic power

To the nuclear industry in the 
United States, the future looks 
a little brighter now that 
(.alifornians have given a vote 
of confidence to atomic power. 
But this was only the first 
round in a running battle, and 
the advocates of nuclear 
growth are more than ever on 
the defensive. 

“Almost two million people 
voted for Proposition 15,” said 
David Pesonen, one of the 
leaders of the anti-nuke forces 
in the first public referendum 
ever held on nuclear energy 
development. “We were up 
against two decades of industry 
propaganda and a multi-million 
dollar drive paid for by the 
giant corporations.” 

if it it 

Pesonen, a San Francisco 
lawyer, also pointed out that, 
largely as a result of the 
vigorous fight put up by the 
anti-nuclear forces, (California 
now has three tough new laws 
restricting nuclear power. 

“If it hadn't been for our ef¬ 
forts, those bills wouldn't have 
been written, let alone passed, 
by the legislature. ” 

Proposition 15. had it been 
passed, would have virtually 
shut down nuclear power 
plants in California unless and 
until the industry came up with 
foolproof safety measures and 
a reliable method of disposing 
of radioactive wastes. The 
three new bills, signed into law 
in June by Governor Jerry 
Brown, do not go quite that far ; 
but they are stringent — a 
measure of the suspicions this 
bellwether state has about 
nuclear power. 

The bills require that, before 
more nuclear plants are built, 
the federal government and the 
California Energy Commission 


must approve a new technology 
for handling radioactive 
wastes. The state legislature 
could reject the commission's 
verdict and send it back for ad¬ 
ditional review, The bills also 
give the Energy Commission 
the task of studying the 
feasibility of building any new 
power plants underground as 
an extra safety measure. 
v^’-’Chir organization will re¬ 
main in existence as a 
watchdog agency,” said Larry 
Levine, a leader of Califor¬ 
nians for Nuclear Safeguards. 

The battle will now move on 
to other states. In Oregon and 
Colorado, next November, 
proposals similar to Proposi¬ 
tion 15 will be put to the vote, 
while in Maine and Michigan, 
Ohio and Oklahoma, and many 
other places around the nation, 
efforts are under way to place 
anti-nuclear measures on the 
ballot. 

Over the next two years, the 
industry expects to pump mil¬ 
lions of dollars into the strug¬ 
gle. Spending on Proposition 15 
in California topped $5 million 
— $4 million on the "No ” cam¬ 
paign, $1.1 million for the 
‘Yes” drive. That made it the 
most expensive referendum in 
California's history.

But the sums which must be 
laid out to “educate” the public 
are insignificant to the big 
power companies, which ex¬ 
pect to invest as much as 
$650,000 million over the next 
15 years in nuclear develop¬ 
ment. A few days’ outpout at a 
big power station can easily 
ollspt a contribution to the pro- 
nuclear campaign.

Yet however many referen- 
dums may be held in the United 
States, the argument over 
reactor safety is likely to re¬ 
main unresolved. It is an im¬ 
mensely complex technical 
question, and one that is con¬ 
stantly changing as new 
designs and new technologies 
raise new problems or uncover 
hitherto unnoticed flaws in 
older plants. 

The industry points out that 
no one has yet been killed in a 
nuclear power plant accident 
and that federal studies in¬ 
dicate that the odds against a 
major disaster, under today's 
security conditions, are im¬ 
mensely high. The power com¬ 
panies also maintain that bann¬ 
ing nuclear energy would 
result in grave unemployment, 
shortages of oil and other fossil 
fuels, air pollution from coal 
and oil-fired plants, and a huge 
waste of taxpayer’s money on 
the plants already built. 

★ ★ ★ 

In short, say industry 
spokesmen, the anti-nuke 
forces headed by Ralph Nader, 
are simply “luddites'’ — 
scaremongering opponents of 
progress like the followers of 
General Ludd who, in the 19th' 
century, roved the English 
countryside destroying textile 
machirory in the belief that it 
would cause unemployment. 

Nader himself gave three 
hours of testimony to Califor¬ 
nia’s state assembly in support 
of the “Yes” side in the 
nuclear referendum. The na¬ 
tion’s moat famous consumer 
advocate dismissed the in¬ 
dustry's safety claims as ‘the 
arrogant apogee of 


technological idolatry, the 
hubris of technological man. ' 

Nader also charged that 
nuclear power exists today 
because it is backed by “phoney 
subsidies from the federal 
government. The power com¬ 
panies, left to themselves, 
would not touch nuclear energy 
and all its costly problems, 
with a ten-foot pole. But under 
“atomic socialism ” they could 
and would rely on the govern¬ 
ment s handouts. 

★ ★ ★ 

Nader's solution to U.S. 
energy problems lies in a 
strong conservation program, 
backed by the development of 
solar-powered homes and sun- 
driven electricity generators. 
C:aiifomia was the most energy- 
greedy place in the world, he' 
argued Did it have to be? Na¬ 
tions like West Germany and 
Sweden enjoyed extremely 
high standards of living, yet 
they consumed only half as 
much energy per head as the 
Unites .States. 

Why was the development of 
.solar power so little favored by 
the giant corporations? 
“Because they know that the 
sun falls on rich and poor alike: 
they can't corner the known 
reserves of the sun’s energy 
and then force the govemiqent 
to raise prices artificially by 
threatening a shortage.” 

In fact, it seems possible that 
the curtailment of atomic 
energy development will come 
about for economic reasons. 
The U.S. government, only 18 
months ago, was talking in 
terms of 200 operational power 
plants by 1985. Now that es¬ 
timate is geing scaled down 
because of the soaring costs of 
building new plants and the ris¬ 
ing price of uranium fuel.

How Otto Lang muffed it

Poor Otto Lang. There he is, 
before your very eyes, self- 
destructing, victim of his 
overwhelming ambition. 

He wanted to be the next 
national Liberal leader, and 
with Liberal luck, always the 
best, prime minister. His 
prospects looked good, better 
than those of his immediate 
rivals. Health Minister Marc 
Lalonde and Finance Minister 
Donald Macdonald. 

And with the Liberal party’s 
golden boy, John Turner, heir 
apparent to Prime Minister 
Pierre Trudeau,* having parted 
with politics to pursue the big 
buck in Toronto, the path to 
power and glory looked smooth 
and straight. 

But then, Lang — scwne peo¬ 
ple around these parliamentary 
parts are taking to calling him 
“Crazy Otto” — not satisfied 
with what seemed a sure thing, 
overpushed. 

Desperate to please everyone 
— an impossibility in the air 
transport language dispute — 
he pleased nobody, probably 
last of all the prime minister 
upon whose favor and blessing 
he must depend. 

★ ★ ★ 

He played both sides, and 
they each caught him out on his 
bilingual double-talk. 

He staked out his position 
more than six months ago. 

It’s all down there in Han¬ 
sard, for everyone to read. 

Jack Murta, Conservative 
MP for the Manitoba riding of 
Lisgar, asked this question: 

“Would the transport 
minister assure the House that 
the policy being followed is in 
the best interests of air safety 
ONLY, which certainly should 
he the overriding concern of 
everyone involved with this 
transition (to bilingualism in 
air traffic control over Quebec 
and later the National Capitah. 

To which Mr. Lang replied: 

“Air safety is a pre-eminent 


consideration which we will not 
in any way downgrade. 
However there is ANOTHER 
CONSIDERATION and that is 
that there are two languages in 
this country, and when we can 
we will develop proper 
procedures for use of both. We 
will do that with safety, but it 
is NOT THE ONLY ELE¬ 
MENT involved. We will en¬ 
sure safety, but we will also, 
when possible, ensure use of 
both languages. ” 

There it was — there were 
two factors, safety AND 
bilingualism.

It seemed like a com¬ 
promise, and perhaps to Otto 
Lang it sounded reasonable. 

But in fact it had been a 
backoff from a position he had 
taken only last November, that 
bilingual communication in the 
air was unacceptable. 

At that time he had a 
departmental directive issued 
which said that “two-way com¬ 
munication in English <xily ” be 
used by aircraft flying by in¬ 
strument or above the 9.000 
foot level. 


1958 — Faisal n of Iraq was 
assassinated. 

1967 — Surveyor IV was 
launched from Cape Kennedy 
in an attempt to land on the 
moon. 


There was an explosion of 
rage in the powerful (Quebec 
caucus where young Liberal 
militant nationalists like Serge 
Joyal, MP for MOntreal- 
Maisonneuve. summoned Otto 
Lang for an accounting and a 
brutal working over. 

The Quebec caucus, which 
accounts for between a third 
and a half of Liberal seats in 
Parliament, is in a position

Lang's ambition to succeed to 
the party leadership. The 
Quebec caucus knew that Otto 
Lang knew he could never 
make it unless he bowed to its 
wishes. 

Within a month, he reversed 
his “English only for safety's 
sake” policy and declared 
there would be a progressive 
introduction of fully bilingual 
communication at (Quebec air¬ 
ports and later at Ottawa.

Bang Just Uke that. A com¬ 
plete turnaround. 

What about safety? Well, 
that, too, but in both languages, 
he promised when he was 
pushed around again, this time 
to the half-turn, in a vain effort 
to accommodate both sides. 

All the while, he pooh-poohed 
the rising alarm ih the air tran¬ 
sport industry that he couldn't 
have it both ways. 

Then he rushed off to Paris to 
report that everything was just 
dandy in both lan^ages at 
Charles de Gaulle Airport. 

Now there’s the three-man 
commission of enquiry, its 
boycott by Quebec, and a 
divisive “free vote” in Parlia¬ 
ment in distant prospect. That 
is, of course, unless sometl^ 
else blows up. 

Meanwhile, pity poor Otto, 
mistrusted on ail sides, and 
noted now mqre for his dismay 
ing incompetence than for his 
crashing ambition.

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Business world is invaded 
by Philippines government 


“It says—Tleaie call a lAiychiatrist; 

1 am only tiding to draw attention to myself.” 


Despite repeated assurances 
of backing for private 
enterprise, the Philippines 
government is using its 
martial-law powers to go into 
business for itself and its of- 
ficiab promise more govern¬ 
ment intervention in the future. 

Insurance Commissioner 
Gregorla Cniz-Amaldo recent¬ 
ly said the government will go 
into the liability business if 
private firms cannot meet 
society^ needs. 

The new trade under¬ 
secretary, Vicente Valdepenas 
Jr., said the government is 
ready to “intervene in an effort 
to make the market system 
work” if private business 
faUs. 

Valdepenas has suggested 
the regime go into the soap 
business and operate private 
schools and hospitals to keep 
prices down and ensure ser¬ 
vice. 

Since President F^erdinand 
Marcos imjwsed martial law in 
1972, the government has 
started a bus company Jn 
Manila, a rural airline and an 
aerospace corporation; gone

into the oil-refining and dis¬ 
tributing business; 
monopolized the shipping of oil 
imports; bought a stevedoring 
firm; gained control of a major 
fertilizer firm and the Manila 
Electric Co.; taken over 
coconut oil and sugar mills; 
gone heavily into the hotel 
business and nationalized the 
export of sugar. 

Asked how government in¬ 
tervention would guarantee 
better service and fairer 
prices, Valdepenas responded: 
“This is a chance to redirect 
the economy to create 
equitable economic growth. To 
maintain government presence 
in private enterprise is an ef¬ 
fort to maintain standards. The' 
emphasis is not on majcing peo- 
pie bankrupt.” 

Marcos told private ex¬ 
porters in April the regime 
believes in private property and 
initiative. 

“It believes that while 


wealth should be regulated, it 
should not be so asphyxiated 
that we deny the individual the 
initiative to which our civiliza¬ 
tion owes its progress. 

“The foreign dimension of 
trade shodld be in the hands of 
the people most qualified to do 
something about it... The peo¬ 
ple who are most qualified are 
you, the people who daily are 
engaged in export.” 

Less than thfee weeks later, 
Director-General Gerardo 
Scat of the National Economic 
and Development Authority 
(NEDA), the country’s plann¬ 
ing body, suggested the govern¬ 
ment would take over the ex¬ 
port of coconut products. 

His remark set off ah argu¬ 
ment with another government 
agency, the Board of Invest¬ 
ment, which insisted the 
coconut trade was too com¬ 
plicated for the government to 
handle.

As a (Canadian citizen of 53 
years standing, including seven 
years’ service in the (Canadian 
armed forces during the last 
war, a service which included 
six years overseas in Europe, I 
think that I have the right to 
express my opinion on the cur¬ 
rent condition of this country of 
ours. 

To say that^I am appalled at 
the prevailing mood of disat- 
tisfaction evident in most 
walks of life in Canada, is to 
put it mildly. Here in this ^at 
country confederated in a 
spirit of unity and with the 
hopes of mutual trust and 
respect between each in¬ 
dividual province and a federal 
government, we find ourselves 
in a position of constant bicker- 
ing and small-minded 
jealousies between the eastern 
and western provinces, and 
sometimes almost a state of 
war with our federal govern¬ 
ment. 

When one looks at the vast 
resources of this land of ours, 
not unlimited it is true, but 
nevertheless compared to 
almost every other country in a 
most favorable position, one 
wonders why the discontent 
and pessimism prevails. Our 
labor troubles are boundless, 
strikes are always with us, 
which is outrageous, to put it 
mildly, when one studies the 
wage scales prevalent. A re¬ 
cent survey in the paper in¬ 
dicated that in almost every in¬ 
stance the wage scale of all 
Canadians in general, and 
British Columbians in par¬ 
ticular, in the building trades.

was at least $1 to $2 per hour 
better than those of the U.S. It 
is unfortunately evident that 
the majority of the workers are 
both bovine and sheeplike, 
lacking the moral courage to 
stand firm against their union 
leaders. This new profession of 
modem life, which is a career 
in itself, as is a lawyer or an 
actuary, can only ho^ to hold 
their jobs by more and more 
exorbitant demands. 

However, the fault, in my 
opinion lies deeper, and is the 
result of a succession of weak 
and effete govecpments. Land 
and buildings are the 
stabilizers of our economy. The 
highlight of most men’s lives is 
a piece of land and a house to 
live in. The governments years 
ago should have effected/ 
suitable legislation to hold 
these ludicrous prices in check. 
Hie lack of this fact is one of 
the prime reasons of inflation, 
but lik6 the onion there are 
even more skins to peel. In this 
modem world of ours, even in¬ 
flation and unemployment are 
parochial affairs compared to 
real problems of populatidn 
growth, pollution, a third 
poverty-striken world and an 
ever decreasing supply of es¬ 
sential materials. 

What does our present 
government do but fidget 
around with bilingualism. Pier¬ 
re folly, if you like, which un¬ 
like friend, Pierre Berton’s 
National Dream, is doomed to 


failure. this at a cost of $1.5 
billion in a time of inflation. 
Any credit, if such is possible, 
for their^ anti-inflation 
program, is due to Stanfield, 
the rejected leader, who was at 
least an honest, far-seeing 
statesman of great integrity 
and counted sound policy above 
votes. Canadians, in Pierre 
Trudeau, have got what they 
deserve, doubtless a clever in¬ 
tellectual with considerable 
power of rhetoric, but to apply 
the term charisma is not war¬ 
ranted and in this case a bit 
ridiculous. The real definition 
of charisma is that of spiritual 
quality, hardly an appropriate 
designation of a man who 
shirked his duty in the Second 
World War. 

I merely complete this letter 
as 1 began with hope for more 
sanity and that it is my intent 
to return to England, my 
native land, where the inhabi¬ 
tants have a little more to 
grumble about but do less of it.

Rocky island 'home' 
for ancient temples

Egyptian workers are busy turning this 
sun-scorched, rocky island in the Nile into a 
new home for the ancient temples of Philae. 

The monuments, now being dismantled on 
Philae Island some 300 yards upstream, span 
more than 2,000 years of Eygptian history and 
include a temple dedicate to the pharaonic 
goddess Isis. 

Whiie the Philae temples are being taken 
apart stone by stone, teams of workers of the 
Egyptian Hi^ Dam Authority are leveliing 
and reshaping Agilka Island to make it look 
like Philae. , 

With Agilka rising three yards above the 
Nile’s highest water level, the Philae monu¬ 
ments, once rebuilt on the island, will be safe 
from the floods which have submerged them 
since the Aswan Dam was built. 

The transfer of the monuments, to be com¬ 
pleted by 1078, is the last stage of a 16-year 
pit^am by the United Nations Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Organization 
(UNESCO) and the Elgyptian government to 
save the archeological treasures of upper 
Egypt. 

In the fiirat stage of the campaign, the 
massive temples of Abu Simbel, some 120 
miles south of Philae, were taken*^ apart and 
reassembled at a new site to save them from 
flooding. But scientists say Philae presents 
more intricate engineering problems. 

To date, more than 20 per cent of Philae’s 
estimated 45,000 building stones have been 
dismantled, with each stone labeiled with a 
code indicating its precise place in the 
archeoiogical structure. 


'The resurrection of Philae reflects the 
legend of Isis, whose brother-husband was 
chopped into 14 pieces by his jealous brother 
Seth. Pharaonic mythology says Isis tracked 
down the fragments and reassembled her 
husband. 

After the old Aswan Dam was built, flood 
waters used to cover the Philae temples for 
10 months of each year. 

The peril to the monuments be<^me per¬ 
manent when the giant Aswan High Dam was 
built in the 1960s to the south of the island, 
submerging it throughout the year. 

According to mythology, the tears which 
Isis shed during her agonizing journeys in 
search for her husband caused the flood of the 
Nile. In flowing every year, the river com¬ 
memorates Isis' tears. 

The cult of Isis flourished in various parts 
of Egypt, but nowhere as strongly as on the 
island of Philae, where it reniained long after 
the advent of Christianity. 

The most ancient temples of the island 
date back to 370 BC, in the. days of the 
pharaoh Nectanebo. 

But the prize of the island is the great 
Temple of Isis. 

The salvation of Philae was worked out 
jointly by Egyptian and UNESCO experts. 

They decided on a solution that would al¬ 
low future generations to see the shrine of 
Isis not as a mere collection of stones but as 
its builders conceived inf intimate and 
significant relation with the iifegiving waters 
of the Nilp. 

Total cost of the project was estimated at 
about $13 million. 


Although it takes longer to 
drive through the little town of 
Courtenay during rush hours 
than it does to drive through 
the city of Seattle, this is no 
bother once you get used to it.

tion of the Islanders, no B.C. 
ferries are involved. 

Think it is about time we 
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wakened and faced the real 
problems — high wages for un¬ 
trained personnel — and this 
means, higher costs for all liv¬ 
ing expenses. 

Being a senior citizen and 
also a resident of Vancouver 
Island for over 65 yean, I 
prefer to spend my vacations 
on the Island and if I do want to 
see far-off fields, I may just 
take advantage of the free sail¬ 
ing days during the week as the 
week-ends are too crowded 
anyway. Not working I can 
make a choice, go during the 
week free (yes. I’ll pay the bus 
fare as it is there for my con¬ 
venience, saves walking on and 
off the ferry) or pay the shot 
and inconvenience that work¬ 
ing foiks do by taking my car 
over or occupying a seat on thd 
bus on a weekend. 

So please, let’s pay our way if 
we want to get off the Island 
just one more time, we don’t 
have to live on the Island if we 
can find greener pastures 
elsewhere, but when (and if) 
we find it, we’ll let the rest 
know where it is; but in the 
meantime, let’s not hold our 
breath.

Weyerhauser Philippines, a 
subsidiary of a big American 
wood products firm, said in 
June that a presidential decree 
“slashing” 27,170 acres from 
its logging concession has 
forced it to close its operation 
in Basilan Island in 
southwestern Mindanao.Hie 
decree gave the department of 
agrarian reform t^ authority 
to cut and dispose of the 
timber. 

Director Roman Casanova 
of the bureau of lands has said 
it was “a matter of tme” 
before the government ^took 
greater control of private 
urban lands. Marcos already 
has ordered a land census in 
connection with his announce¬ 
ment of a still-unexplained 
“urban land reform.” 

The government took over 
the sugar trade in 1974 when 
world prices were high. Prices 
dipped shortly afterward, and 
in 1975, for the first time in 17 
years, the volume of sugar ex¬ 
ported dropped below one' mil¬ 
lion tons. 

Hie government has gone 
heavily into the hotel business, 
with loans of 1.4 billion pesos 
(about $200 million) accounting 
for 85 per cent of construction 
costs of nine hotels scheduled 
to open in the Manila area by 
October. 

The Government Service In¬ 
surance System owns one 
Manila hot^ operated by the 
Hyatt chain and a second which 
Philippine Air Lines will 
manage. 

Private evterprise reaction 
to the trend had been cautious , 
even before the imposition of 
martial law, local business 
depended for protection on 
the government. 

Officials’ remarks on taking 
over businesses have “served 
to create uncertainty as to the 
real government attitude 
toward domestic entrepre-^^ 
neurship,” said a writer in The!'^ 
Daily Express, a Manila news¬ 
paper controlled by Roberto 
. Benedicto, Marcos’ ambas¬ 
sador to Japan. 

"While there has been a 
remarkable improvement in 
the performance " of 
government-owned business 
enterprises during the last 3^^ 
years, there still has been no 
convincing showing . . . that 
public-sector investments have 
become inherently more ef¬ 
ficient than private-sector 
ones.” 

Chief executives of major 
Philippine firms complained 
last November that the greater 
government control over 
business, the greater will be 
the power of bureaucrats over 
business. “Hiis tends to result 
in graft and corruption or a 
form of bureaucratic 
capitalism.”

One of Canada’s top cancer 
specialists will be heading a 
new program of expansion for 
the VictOTia Cancer Clinic. 

Dr. Peter Coy, an associate 
director of the Cancer Control 
Agency of RC., has been ap¬ 
pointed to succeed Dr. Nor¬ 
man Lckyer as director of the 
clinic. Lockyer is retiring 
after 25 years as director, and 
was honored at a luncheon 
'Tuesday in the board room of 
the Eric Martin Institute. 

Coy’s clinical research has 
concentrated on cancer of the 
lung, head and neefe regions, 
and he has been a radiother¬ 
apist at the B.C. Cancer IfiSti 
tute since 1963. 

The Victoria Cancer Qlnic, 
based at Royal Jubilee Hospi¬ 
tal, was established by the 
B.C. Cancer Foundation, 
which turned over responsi- 
bUitytfor treatment programs 
to the Clancer Control Agency 
a year and a half ago. 


’The two organizations have 
worked side-by-side ever 
since, with the foundation 
being responsible mainly for 
raising money for research, 
equipment, and for co-ordinat¬ 
ing volunteers. 

Expansion of the Victoria 
clinic’s programs Is planned 
to make the clinic into the 
cancer control centre Jor the 
4(X),000 pe< 9 le on Vancouver 
Island. 

’The clinic now sees about 
700 new patients a year, han¬ 
dles all radiation therapy for 
the Island, handles most of 
the chemotherapy and pro- 
Aides expertise in that area, 
and co-operates with local 
physicians and hospitals, said 
Dr. Thomas Hall, director of 
the agency. 

The agency is eager to ex¬ 
pand the clinic to serve the 
Island’s special problems and 
to take advantage of the geo¬ 
graphic Isolation of the popu¬

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Construction halt 
negotiations 
near reopening?

A new effort to re-open 
talks in the B.C construction 
industry shutdown awaits a 
decision today from the direc¬ 
tors of the Construction Labor 
Relations Association. 

The same directors meeting 
is expected to rule on a re¬ 
quest from the CJreater Vic¬ 
toria school board that the 
lockout be lifted at Lambrick 
Park secondary school and 
Torquay elementary school. 
The two schools, which re¬ 
quire three to four weeks of 
work for completion, were to 
have been opened in time tor 
the fall school season. 

Tuesday, four vice- 
presidents of the B.C. and 
Yukon Building ’Trades Coun¬ 
cil approached GLRA pres¬ 
ident Chuck McVeigh with a 
formula the^' hoped might re¬ 
open talks. Negotiation broke 
off last Thiirsday over the In¬ 
ternational Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers’ demand 
that talks concerning con¬ 
struction linemen be held se¬ 
parately from those of other 
unions. 

Both sides withheld details 
of the proposed formula pend¬ 
ing today’s CLRA directors 
meeting. However, It was un¬ 
derstood the unions were pro¬ 
posing that the lineman issue 
be set aside so that progress 
could be made in oth^ areas 
toward a settlement. 

The lockout-strike, which is 
the fourth consecutive bar- 
gaining year shutdown since 
1970, is two weeks old today.

Controversy surrounded the 
provincial go\'emment’s juve¬ 
nile detention policy prior to 
the decision to transfer jm’e- 
niles from the Haney centre 
to Willingdon. 

Oitica also said Haney was 
little improvement over the 
juvenile detention home, often 
described as a medieval dun¬ 
geon. 

Gardom said, '‘WUlingdon 
will be used as a remand and 
assessment centre, and w’e’ve 
never really had one before. 
It’s a first-class step forward, 
and I hope that before' too 
long, we’U come up with a 
policy to set up a hi^er secu¬ 
rity holding area for hard¬ 
core juveniles.” 

Willingdon staff agreed the 
new home was an improve¬ 
ment but some expressed dis¬ 
illusionment with its facilities. 

A1 Grunert, principal! officer 
at the centre, said, "It’s still 
a jail. I disagree that it’s a 
step in the right direction, 
and, I*d rather spend 610 to 
keep the kids out of here than 
61 to keep them in.” 

The centre is housed in a 
one-storey brick building and 
shares kitchen and recrea¬ 
tional facilities with the B.C. 
Institute of Technology stu¬ 
dents. 

It is divided into four units 
— three for boys and one for 
girls — and as far as Grunert 
is concerned, it is too crowd¬ 
ed. 

“The total count should be 
21 boys and 10 girls,” he said, 
"Yesterday w’e had 33 boys 
and 9 girls. "We have to accept 
whoexer comes to us to be 
held for remand and it seems 
like it may get to the point 
where we’ll have to expand.”

•Ibe Insurance Cbrporatlon 
of B.C reported last week 
that 16,000 motorists had de¬ 
faulted on the first instalment 
payments of the year, and 
had received notices that they 
must paiy in full or have their 
insurance cancelled. 

Motor Vehicles Branch su- 
perintendant G. R. Whitlock 
said Tuesday that plates had 
been taken back in 2,600 
cases, and he was expecting 
to have to act in more cases. 

He said that, under the 
Motor Vehicles Act, he is re¬ 
quired to suspend the licence 
of anyone in^bted to ICBC, 
but many of the suspensions 
were the result of defoults on 
payments for last year. 

"When we are notified 
about the debt we write ask¬ 
ing for payment or for the 
plates. 

"Sometimes people pay, 
sometimes they surrendor the 
' plates, and sometimes we 
have to ask police or sheriffs’ 
oCfioers to get the plates — 
and sometimes it takes a 
while for police to get the 
plates.” , 

He said ICBC goes to some 
trouble to get payment of the 
debt before turning the mat¬ 
ter over to him, so that there 
was likely to be a dela y be- 
tore plates were lifted from 
this year’s defaulters. 


Cdmpbell 
quits 
city staff 

David Campbell, former 
traffic engineer for the city of 
Victoria, sidetracked two 
years ago to the position of 
deputy engineer, is quitting 
his 532,000 a >ear job. 

Following numerous rows 
with former mayor Peter Pol¬ 
len, Campbell was eventually 
relegated to what he consid¬ 
ered obscurity. 

"I don’t like to be second in 
command of anything,” 
Campbell said Monday. 

He will leave the city’s em¬ 
ployment to set up shop as an 
engineering consultont. His 
firm will be called Campbell 
Engineering Inc. He will 
leave Sept. 10. 

Campbell came to Victoria 
10 years ago to head the city’s 
traffic department. He was a 
graduate erf Yale with a 
master’s degree in engineer¬ 
ing, and before coming to Vic¬ 
toria he had been traffic engi¬ 
neer in Calgary for 4^ years. 

'Tw'O years ago the city’s 
traffic department was amal¬ 
gamated with the engineering 
department and C^ampbell be¬ 
came deputy engineer. 

IBs boss, city engineer John 
Sansom, said he was sorry to 
see CJampbell go. 

"He’s done a fantastic job 
since he’s been with the de¬ 
partment,” Sansom said. 

Campbell, too, said there 
w’as no personal conflict be¬ 
tween him and the engineer.

^Planners cool on bad weather’ 


VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
world’s weather is g<rfng to 
get worse but governments 
and planners ckxi’t seem to 
care. Dr. Patrick McTaggart- 
Cfowan said Monday. 

McTaggart-Oowan, a Vheteo- 
rolc^ist and past executive 
director of the Science Coun¬ 
cil of Canada said in an inter¬ 
view that agricultural, eco¬ 
nomic and social planners are 
living in a fool’s i)aradise by 
taking the last 30 years of our 
climate as normal. 

He said the deteriorating 
weather ahead is really a re¬ 


turn to normal. The last 30 
years have been abnormally 
mild and steady in weather 
patterns. 

McTaggart-Cbwan said 
proper storage and manage¬ 
ment of bumper crops from 
the interspersed good years 
will be of paramount impor¬ 
tance to tide the world over 
from the years of wet and 
drought Hardy crops must be 
developed. 

McTaggaxtrCowan said 
world climatologisis met in 
Toremto last November to con¬ 
sider the shifts of weather 


patterns and the implications. 
'The findings were so unani¬ 
mous and significant it was 
decided to h<rfd three regflonal 
meetings to inform and in¬ 
volve planners. 

The first was held in Mex¬ 
ico in May. The second was to 
be in Canada in June and 
1,200 invitations were sent out 
but only 18 planners replied 
so the meeting was cancelled. 

McTaggart-Cowan said the 
apatby among Canadian plan¬ 
ners and government (rfficials 
"is part of the general ma¬ 
laise in this countiy that plan¬ 


ning for anything other than 
for today is unimportant,” 

"It’s a malaise seen espe¬ 
cially in Ottawa where you 
have to hit government of¬ 
ficials over the head with a 
piece of two by four before 
you can get any attention.”

I am 
at a loss as to why New Zea¬ 
land, all of whose national 
federations are autonomous, 
was singled out.” 


Holley said the athletes, the 
ones who are suffering, are 
not to blame. The tour was “a 
matter of national pc^cy.” He 
said all New ^aland sporting 
teams are autonomous and 
the aatftoiw of a rugby team 
do not involve the other in¬ 
dependent sports federations. 

Walker said he was very 
disappointed that Bayi 
wouldn’t be here for their 
grudge match. 

”I feel very scary for 
Bayi,” he said. "MUlkais of 
peof^e were waiting for this 
race. 

“If New Zealand is not in 
the Games, I would be very 
disappointed in the IDC 
There should be no politics in 
sports. If there is politics in 
sports, then there shouldn’t be 
an Olympic Games.” 


On the sab^t of New Zea¬ 
land’s possible withdrawal 
from the Games under pres¬ 
sure from the African nations, 
Holley said: ”W* will not vol¬ 
untarily withdraw in any 
event.”

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Toy shop owners win fire damages 


CanaiUan Srass 

A retired navy commander 
whose Oak Bay Avenue toy 
shop was destroyed by fire 
following an explosion Sept. 
26, 1973, has been awarded 
570,043 damages against B.C. 
Hydro and two contractors. 

Chief Justice Nathan Ne- 
metz, in a B.C. Supreme 
Court judgment made public 


Tuesday, awarded the dam¬ 
ages to John Hertzberg and 
his wife Deborah for loss of 
stock, los.s of profit and for 
other costs in the explosion 
and fire that destroyed their 
store. 

He assessed the damages 
against Hydro. Webb and 
Trace Ltd., and Dillingham 
Corporation Co. Ltd. 

The chief justice was told in 


the trial held In Victoria three 
months ago that the three 
(ompanies were involved in 
excavating, drilling, blasting 
and construction in the area 
of the store when a natural 
gas line ignited and caused an 
explosion which destroyed ^e 
toy shop and other shops in 
the 1800 block of Oak Bay Av¬ 
enue. 

Hydro and the firms admit¬ 


ted liability in the Hertzberg 
damage action but contested 
the compensation to be paid. 
The plaintiffs asked for 
$138,789 in a statement of 
claim for property loss, loss 
of business and personal suf¬ 
fering. 

Hertzberg retired from the 
navy in 1969 after 25 years 
service and came with hia 
wife to Victoria where they 


established a retail toy busi¬ 
ness. 

‘‘During the four-year 
period immediately preceding 
the fire they worked hard in 
remodelling the premises and 
establishing what was. by the 
end of August. 1973, a 
successful business,” the 
chief justice said. 

The toy shop has been re-es¬ 
tablished nearby.

Wrecking rush 

doesn’t 

materialize

'rhere was no rush to get 
applications for demolition 
permits from city hall Tues¬ 
day before council- in an 
emergency afternoon meeting 
passed a bylaw placing a five- 
month freeze on 77 endan¬ 
gered houses of heritage 
value. 

A city engineering dei)art- 
ment official rei)ortcd only 
three applications were taken 
out Tuesday whereas six a 
day were common during the 
past weeks. 

None of the three applica¬ 
tions concerned proi)erties 
covered by the bylaw, nor 
would it have done the hold¬ 
ers much good if they had 
been. The bylaw gives the 
council the right to withhold 
demolition permits and to 
cancel existing'ones on the 77 
hoii.ses. 

Demolition permits have al¬ 
ready been issued for throe of 
the pnijierties <*overed by 
the bylaw. 

Violation of bylaw terms 
carries penalties of uii to 
SlO.OOt) in fines and-or 60 days 
imprisonment. 

Before the bylaw was given 
tinanimous approval. Mayor 
Michael Young told council 
that "action must be taken 
immediately to ensure the 
preservation of older resi¬ 
dences that are of heritage 
significance, particularly in 
the zones of high-density 
use.” He later referred to 
these residences as “commu¬ 
nity, assets.” . 

Aid. J^*n Hayes, wbo 
chaired a special council com¬ 
mittee which prepared the 
bylaw behind closed doors, 
blamed the senior govern¬ 
ments for the recent wide¬ 
spread buUdozing of older res¬ 
idences in the city. Develof*- 
ers. he said, had only been 
taking advantage of provin¬ 
cial and federal subsidies and 
tax incentives to encourage 
housing. 

Hayes described the bylaw 
as "purely and simply to 
fieeze demolition on these 


houses to give council time to 
designate them.” 

Part of Hayes’ report which 
led to the bylaw deals with 
ways in which owners of the 
designated houses will be 
compensated. Property taxes 
'W ill be frozen on the heritage 
projierties which, based on 
the 1976 assessment, totaJs 
$65.'280. Even at an estimated 
10 per cent hike next year, 
Hayes fold council, .the freeze 
would only cost the city about 
$6,500 in loss of tax revenue. 

Heritage home owners will 
be allowed higher use. possi¬ 
bly commercial or <rfficc, 
where appropriate, as long as 
characteristics aren’t 
changed. 

Council also intends to peti¬ 
tion senior governments to ex¬ 
pand home renovation assis¬ 
tance programs to heritage 
houses.

AltlKHJgh tlie school heal’d 
had allocated $55,000 as its 
one-third share fbr fhe pro¬ 
posed auditorium, Saanich 
ratepayers rejected the pro- 
ix>8al at the polls last No¬ 
vember, 

When assistant superinten¬ 
dent Dr. John Wiens told 
trustees^- that an additional 
$19,000 would be required for 
hourly busing of students to 
the drama classes, the trust¬ 
ees balked. 

Wiens described the situa¬ 
tion as serious and said the 
school board had painted it¬ 
self into a corner with the ex¬ 
pectation that Saanich would 
provide the auditorium. 

Trustee Peter Bunn called 
(he new Spectrum a ‘‘$4 mil¬ 
lion school that starts with a 
screw-up,” and said the emer¬ 
gency situation should not 
have arisen because ’ it was 
"abundantly clear, crystal 
clear” for some time tliat the 
auditorium might not be in¬ 
cluded. 

Trustee Dr, Hal Knight 
asked if Saanich had inves¬ 
tigated the possibility of ap¬ 
plying for Neighborhood Im¬ 
provement Program funds 
from tlie federal government. 
Wiens, a member of the joint 
school board-Saanich munici¬ 
pal committee looking into 
ways of erecting the auditori¬ 
um, .said Saanich had no 
acaiess to N.LP. funds, to his 
knowledge. 

Trustee Roy Temple 
suggested that serious drama 
students should change 
schools to get the program. 

The proposed motion Is 
almost certain to meet defeat 
at ne.xt Monday’s regular 
board meeting. 

' In other business, the trust¬ 
ees agreed to send a letter of 
intent to Oak Bay Recreation 
Commission indicating the 
district will use OBRC facili¬ 
ties for 600 hours at the’ cost 
of $10 an hour. 

Chairman William Ross, 
who said the school board and 
Oak Bay council had been ne¬ 
gotiating for months, said the 
school board would limit the 
recreational program at Oak 
Bay to the amount of funds 
received from Oak Bay for 
rental of school facilities. 

Ross said the council was 
unwilling to go into an ex¬ 
change agreement similar to 
ones signed with Esquimalt 
and .Saanich. 


Trustee Dr. Mark k'isher 
said it was ‘^absolutely ridicu¬ 
lous” that an affluent munici¬ 
pality like Oak Bay couldn’t 
reach an agreement which 
called for no exchange of 
money.

Central Saanich council 
members talked, and talked, .

day night. 

They finaUy failed to give 
expected third reading to a 
comprehensive zoning t^law, 
the subject of a year’s discus- 
aiem, three public meetings, a 
$20,000 consultant's report and 
more than 20 council meet¬ 
ings. 

T\vo of those meetings were 
held this week, with Tues¬ 
day’s ending jn adjournment 
until 2 p.m. Friday pending 
legal advice. 

Council wants its lawyers to 
advise members whether they 
can debate or vote on zoning 
issues that affect their own 
property. 

It also wants to know 
whether any changes of sub¬ 
stance have been made m the 
last few meetings that would 
necessitate another public 
hearing before bylaw pas¬ 
sage. 

This week’s meetings 
bogged down on issues such 
as whether the municipality 
.should control development 
through subdivision or sewer 
bylaws. 

They were lengthened with 
issues such as Tuesday’s in 
which Aid. Don MacLaurin 
suggested a parcel of four 
properties not be rezoned 
from agricultural to residen¬ 
tial as the bylaw proposes be¬ 
cause that could mean exten¬ 
sion of the municipality’s se¬ 
wered area, and “urban 
sprawl.” 

Council finally decided to 
talk about the four.properties 
separately. TTiey are located 
at the southeaat corner of 
Mount Newton Cross Road, 
East .Saanich Cross Road and 
three Jots on Cultra Avenue. 

Aid. Percy Lazarz’s mink 
farm is one of the Cultra pro- 
pertie.s, and he left the council 
chambers during discussion of 
it. 

Aid. Dave Hill was one of 
several aldermen who spoke 
long and passionately. 

"We’re making fools of our¬ 
selves discussing individual 
pieces of property and who 
owns them and what they’re 
used for.” Hill said. 

He extended that details 
didn’t matter because the mu¬ 
nicipality had its community 
plan that gave the over-all 
picture. 

Delay in passage of the 
bylaw has held up building 
permits for residents such as 
Mike and Glenda Griffin who 
attended Monday’s meeting.

"There is no reason to be¬ 
lieve Alberta will be exempt 
Irom criminal pressures to 
which other jurisdictions have 
become exposed,” Foster told 
the" legislature in April.

The branch keeps track of 
non-profit organizations li¬ 
censed by the government to 
hold lotteries, casinos, bingos 
and games of chance.

—Keep appliances sharp 
and cle^ for best and safest 
performance. Disconnect an 
appliance before servicing, 
changing accessories or lulwn- 
cating.

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May, Foster announced a new 
series of regulations govern¬ 
ing the province’s burgeoning 
casino operations. The pur¬ 
pose of the regulations was to 
"make games in casinos 
somewhat more fair.” 

The regulations restrict geo¬ 
graphical areas such as Ed¬ 
monton to one casino at a 
time and each organization is 
limited to a single twoday ca¬ 
sino each year. CasiiKS run¬ 
ning longer than this must be 
sponsored by different groups. 

“If you limit the size to 
small community-based 
operations, you don’t attract 
underworld connections,” 
Foster told the legislature. 

He also introduced rule 
changes for blackjack games, 
such as elimination of hidden 
hole cards, intended to make ' 
it more difficult to cheat. 

TTie attorney-general has 
promised further regulations 
for other types of gambling 
operations but casinos were 
his first axicem. 

Hon Sheppard, head of the 
gambling control branch, said 
applications for bingos and 
lotteries are decreasing but 
casino applications are in¬ 
creasing daily. Newspapers in 
the province’s major cities 
constantly carry advertise¬ 
ments for casinos sponsored 
by groups as diverse as sea 
cadets and pensioners’ clubs. 

The heavyweights in the 
province’s casino operations 
are those run annually in con¬ 
junction with the Calgary 
Stampede and Edmonton 


Klondike Days. During their 
10 days of operation they are, 
respectively, the second- and 
thiid-largest casinos in the 
world. The largest is in Ar¬ 
gentina. 

Sheppard estimates $3 mil¬ 
lion was wagered at the Cal¬ 
gary casino’s 50 tables last 
summer. Edmonton had a 
slightly smaller operation, but 
piann^ expansion this year 
will probably make it as large 
as the Stampede casino. 

The government has in¬ 
troduced a complex system of 
bookkeeping and paperwork 
to keep track of all the money. 
Profits now must be placed in 
specially designated bank ac¬ 
counts and can only be used 
for the particular charitable 
projects specified when the 
casino operations applied for 
their licence. 

Sheppard’s department has 
a full-time investigative staff 
headed by 25-year RCMP vet¬ 
eran William McCall. Tne 
investigators monitor gam¬ 
bling operations and check 
any irregularities, a job pre¬ 
viously performed sporadical¬ 
ly by city police and RXZMP. 

Sheppard said the new con¬ 
trols make it "very nearly 
impossible for criminals to 
get into Alberta casinos.” He 
was reluctant to discuss the 
possibility of organized crime 
being either interested in or 
actively involved in licensed 
gambling in the province. 

The most he would say was 
that his branch is concerned 
about the possibility.

Sheppard said rules ap¬ 
plying to all gambling opera¬ 
tions will probably be in¬ 
troduced by September. 

However, the government 
has already taken steps to 
stop the rapid growth of 
bing) 06 , which several years 
ago were developing into 
giant games attracting up to 
7,0(X) players at a time. 

Lotteries are also on a 
small scale in Alberta. The 
two largest, the Chuckwagon 
Sweepstakes and CZanadian 
Derby, run in conjunction 
with the Clalgary Stampede 
and Edmonton jGondike 
Days, were dropped when the 
exhibitions combined to join 


the Western Canada Lottery. 

But gambling still brings in 
a l(H of money to charitable 
groups. In 1975, more than 3(X) 
separate organizations ap¬ 
plied for a Ucence to run a 
gambling operation and 
eamM a net'profit of approxi¬ 
mately $6.5 million.

Optical companies 
rap Ottawa probe 


OTTAWA (CP) — Lawyers 
for the two largest optical 
goods companies in Canada 
lashed out at federal inves¬ 
tigators Tuesday for failing to 
back allegations the two com¬ 
panies dominated the industry 
and etdfled competition. 

Thomas Heintzman. counsel 
for Imperial Optical Co. Ltd., 
the largest in the industry, 
told the restrictive trade prac¬ 
tices commission there had 
been little evidence to show 
the consumer had suffered as 
a result of the size of Imperi¬ 
al. or its neEU'est competitor, 
AOOO Limited, a sufc^diary 
of the U.S.-owned American 
Optical Oorp. 

He was referring to a report 
to the commission prepared 
by tfie consumer and cor¬ 
porate affairs department 
which said the two companies 
had excessive control of the 
industry from the manufac¬ 
turing to the retail level. 


HeintzmEm told the commis¬ 
sion, which is winding up 
hcEirings into competiti<»i and 
ownership concentration in 
the industry, that the depart¬ 
mental report had been more 
concerned about the internal 
operation of the industry than 
with the effect on the con¬ 
sumer. 

Earlier,-John Brown, coun¬ 
sel for AOOO, told the cotti- 
mlssion it should not act as a 
‘‘super board of directors” 
and recommCTid structural 
changes in the industry when 
it hands down its report c«i 
the situation. 

The commission does not 
have the jurisdictiem to make 
these recommendations. 
Brown SEiid, smd should con¬ 
fine itself to an investigation 
of practices that might re¬ 
strict competition. 

Brown maintained the de- 
Tmrtment had failed to show 
that there were any such limi¬ 
tations to competition.

It’s 
more of a wsuning really.” 

Patenaude said Quebec con¬ 
trollers have never had any 
real r^resentation in CATCA 
and termed the hearing “a 
comedy of errors.” 

He said he had asked Que¬ 
bec controllers to continue 
their membership in the orga- 
n i z a t i o n because “even 
though it’s not much, it’s all 
the representation they have 
now.” 

Jim Livingston, CA’TCA 
president, said he did not ex¬ 
pect any labor disruptions be¬ 
cause of the suspension. 

“He was given a fair hear¬ 
ing and we think the decision 


is a rather enlightened one 
considering the serious 
charges,” he ssdd. 

Livingston said no decision 
had yet been made concern- 
ir^ an interim replacement 
for Patenaude. Patenaude’s 
membership in CA’TCA, nor 
his employment, are not af¬ 
fected by the decision. 

The French-speaking Que¬ 
bec controllers are opposed to 
the stand taken by CATCA 
that bilingual air com¬ 
munications should not be ex¬ 
panded to the major Montreal 
airports for safety resisons. 

'Transport Minister Otto 
Lang said the suspension will 
only prolong the issue of bilin¬ 
gual air communications. ^ 

“It’s pEirt of Eui on-going 
problem within the union,” he 
said. “We’re trying to woric 
with both sides in the dispute. 
The thing hasn’t ended here.”

Garden Notes 


No garden of any size can 
be considered properly fur> 
nished without a shade tree or 
two. If you contemplate plant¬ 
ing one or two this fall or next 
spring, this midsummer sea¬ 
son is a very good time to do 
a little thoghtful planning — 
first, what kind of trees you 
will select, and second, 
where to plant them. 

Personally, I don’t care 
much for the kinds ot trees 
that cast a dense, gloomy 
shade, for nothing will grow 
under such low-branched and 
heavily leafed subjects, and 
lawn maintenance becomes 
an impossible chore. I like a 
tree vnhich will provide a 
cheerful, dappled shade, dpt- 
ted with little spots of sun¬ 
shine filtering through the 
leafy canopy. Grass and most 
woodland plants grow happily 
under such light conditions. 

In deciding' where to plant 
your tree, it is a good idea to 
figure out, during the mid¬ 
summer season, just where 
you want its shadow to fall 
and work back from there to 
^termine the exact planting 


site. It isn’t any good picking 
a spot where the tree will kxA 
nice from the living room 
window if its shade will be 
cast on your flower beds or on 
the house next door. 

The shade should fall on 
just that part of the lawn 
where you want it, or on the 
patk) or terrace or other sit¬ 
ting-out place, and at the time 
of day when you are in the 
habit of sitting there. This 
kind of planning can orily'be 
dale in midsummer. 

My own favorite shade tree 
for the front lawn is the tri¬ 
ple - stemmed birch. Small 
birches trained to three stems 
can be purohased fairly rea¬ 
sonably at most plant nur¬ 
series, or at a pinch you could 
buy three small trees and 
bung them all in the same 
[Hanting hole. This crowding 
causes the trees to grow very 
tall and slender, arching 
away from one another as 
they put on height, making a 
most graceful picture. 

The birch is a singularly 
happy choice in any case, for 
the leaves are small and flut- 


tery. creating the desired dap¬ 
pled pattern of sunlit spots, 
and the roots are not inv^ve 
or greedy. If it has any fault 
at all, it is the haUt of drop¬ 
ping its golden autumn foliage 
after you have raked up all 
the other fallen leaves, for 
they hang on Hater than any 
other deciduous tree. 

In past years, birch trees 
ha,ve been plagued with two 
serious pests — a leaf miner 
and a wuod-boring caterpillar 
that tunnels into the main 
stem, sometimes killing the 
tree. Since the introduction of 
Cygon. 2-E, a paint-on sys¬ 
temic insecticide, these pests 
are no longer serious prob¬ 
lems. 

Another of my favorite 
shade trees is thfe linden, 
known also as the basswood 
or lime tree. Several varieties 
are available, including the 
Little Leaf Linden, with 
smaller, neater foliage than 
the big boulevard trees which 
gave Unter den Linden in 
Berlin its name. The lindens 
are sweetly fragrant when in 
blossom and attract bees by 


the hundreds, and it is a sin¬ 
gularly soporific experience 
to sit under a linden when the 
bees iu*e working the bloe- 
soms. The combination of 
dappled shade, sweet fragfan- 
ace and the hypnotic hunv 
ming of the bees is guaraiv 
teed to set you dozing oft ^ 

The Mountain Ash or 
Rowan tree is another ex¬ 
cellent choice for a shade 
tree. Here aigain, the foliage 
is light and airy, with the 
branches well up off the 
ground, and the clusters of 
coral berries are a sheer de¬ 
light In fall and winter. 

None of these trees is p^- 
ticulariy expensive. One nur¬ 
sery catalo^e which lies be¬ 
fore me as I write offers sin¬ 
gle-stemmed birch trees at 
$8,50 to $20 depending on size 
and age, and multipli- 
stenuned birches at $12.50 to 
$24.50. Lindoi trees, llkted 
under their botanical name, 
Ttiia, run from $8.50 to $24.50 
each, while ^lecimens of the 
Mountain Ash are priced at $8 
for a three-foot sapling to $22 
for a specimen eig^t feet tall.

Perhaps the most prevalent 
myth among laymen is .that 
police forces somehow reduce 
or prevent crime, andi the 
more police, the less crime. 
Policemen themselves know 
better: It is thfe community it¬ 
self that determines bow 
much, and what kinds, of 
crime it will tolerate. 

Slums and ghettos are, of 
course, breeding-places for 
crime; poverty and unem¬ 
ployment, plus lack of educa¬ 
tional opportunities, make it 
all too easy for a young man 
to seize the first illicit opporw 
tunHy that comes along. 

Yet. while these maybe the 
necessary conditions of a 
high crime rate, they are not 
the sufficient conditions. Oth¬ 
erwise, how explain the low 
crime rates in some slums 


and ghettos in many cities 
throughout the world? (Cal¬ 
cutta, generally acknowledged 
as one of the most wretched 
cities on the globe, has a 
surprisingly low crime rate.) 

In his book. Pyramids of 
Saorifioe, Peter L. Berger, the 
Rutgers sociologllt, describes 
the slum in Salvadoi*, Brazil, 
with a population of about a 
million.. It is one of the largest 
alums in Latin America, cO' 
vering about two square 
milei, in which arc crowded 
about 100,000 people, living in 
wooden and tin huts surround¬ 
ed by mounds of garbage. 
Many of the men there have 
no jobs, and little hope of any. 

Despite these conditions, 
crime in the community is 
minimal. Actually, only six 
ix>licemcn are assigned to this 


whole area. What can be the 
reason? 

The community itself is 
well-organized intemaUy, un¬ 
like North American s.lum 
communities, which are "ser¬ 
viced,” more or less, by out¬ 
side agencies. There are 16 
neighborhood associations, 
known as sociedades, which 
handle internal problems and 
also act as the community’s 
representative in dealing with 
the rest of the city, including 
the government. 

Obviously, .our slums should 
be got rid of: nobody can af¬ 
ford them, beginning with 
their InKabltants. But while 
such plane are going forward 
— much too slowly, as always 
they must be helped to 
achieve some status of self- 
determination, some self-rule 


that will be respected inter¬ 
nally. 

The city police are nearly 
futile, if not counterproduc¬ 
tive, in most large North 
American urban ghettos. 
They ^e resisted, resented, 
reviled, and regarded as the 
pawns the repressive white 
elite. It is a w^te of time and 
money — and an incitement 
to violence — to concentrate' 
conventional police forces 
there. 

, Ghetto communities must 
be encouraged and aided to 
form their own associations 
for their own protection and 
development, for they are tiie 
first and worst rictims of 
"crime in the streets.” Given 
the authority, and the respon¬ 
sibility, they can surely do 
what Salvador has done.

Today's West was burned 
not bv watching sun spots; hO 
failed to notice the critical 
card spots in diamonds. And 
as West found out, it doesn’t 
take much carelessness to 
lose both game and rubber. 

West led his fourth best dia¬ 
mond and EUist won the ace. 
East led back the queen and 
when this held. East shifted 
to a heart. Declarer won the 
heart and knocked out West’s 
ace of clube and "the game 
was scored. West could cash 
his diamond king, but that 
was only four defensive 
tricks and the rubber was 
over. 

A routine hand or should 
the defense have prevailed? 
West gets bad marks for 
either his imagination or his 
eyesight. He has a cinch to 
beat the hand at trick two, 
but only if he watches the 
card spots. 

The doubleton 10-9 of dia¬ 
monds in dummy hold the 
vital key and West has the re¬ 
maining diamond spots to do 
the rest. When Elast leads 
back the diamond queen. 
West should not be lazy and 
allow the queen to win the 
trick. Wests king should go 
oiKthe queen to make sure of 
the lead and the diamond 
eight is continued to force 
South’s Jack.

Nanaimo plans curfew

NANAIMO — RCMP here 
do not intend to allow a mi¬ 
nority of troublemakers to use 
the occasion of the Bathtub 
race thfe weekend “as a nwm- 
date to flout the law." 

Inspector George Strathdee, 
officer commanding Nanaimo 
detachment, said Tuesday 
that the police are prepared 
this year, “with extra man¬ 
power and equipment, to take 
early and positive enforce¬ 
ment action towards any vio¬ 
lations ^of the Criminal Code 
and the Liquor Control Act," 
to av-oid a similar situation to 
that on the eve of the 1975 
race. 

At that time, police arrested 
and charged 79 persons, most 
with being meml^rs of an un¬ 
lawful assembly, after a large 
crowd got nearly out of con¬ 
trol and broke store windows, 
looted and caused a major 
disturbance in Nanaimo’s 
dcrwntcwn. 

Strathdee said the local 
ROMP detachment supports 
the Nanaimo Bathtub Race to 
the fullest and he added, “as 
evidenced by the active par¬ 
ticipation by a number of our 
staff in the over-aU m^aniza- 
tion'^rf the race itself and the 
relative activities." But, he 
added, “we are still resporifr 
ble for the protection of the 


community and the enforce¬ 
ment of established laws." 

“We hope that the law-abid¬ 
ing citizens of this community 
as well as the many visitors 
attracted by the world-famous 
event will enjoy themselves to 
the fullest" but he said that 
the law, as it is written, will 
be enforced throughout the 
celebrations. 

Meanwhile, the first on-the- 
water events of the Bathtub 
racing season will take place 
tonight. 

The main event of the week 
of preparation end celebra¬ 
tion, the race from Nanaimo 
to Vancouver, will start at 10 
a.m. Sunday. 

But before then, as many as 
three or four dozen 
youngsters under the age of 
16 will gather in Departure 
Bay tonight lor the annual 
Junior bathtub race. 

The junior race was started 
three years ago when the 
bathtub society decided that 
for safety reasons, the age 
limit for entering the main 
race would be a miidmum of 
16. 

In the junior race, entrants 
are required to race down the 
beach, start their tuba in the 
Le^fons race style and race 
them around a twisting, turn¬ 
ing course in Depature Bay. 
After several heats, a win¬ 
ners’ race will be run and the 


top finishers will be presented 
with trophies. 

In addition, there will be 
warm-up races for entries in 
Sunday’s big race, also in De¬ 
parture Bay. 


It is expected that the 
wqjrld’s largest bathtub, sev¬ 
eral pleasure craft acting as 
safety patrols and the usual 
thousands of on-lookers will 
be present.

Poirier’s complaints 
brought two inspectors from 
the Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals to the 
Blenkinsop Road barn. Later 
the SPCA supiJOrted the com¬ 
pany’s argument, although it 
did say the stallion was . suf¬ 
fering poor leg circulation 
from insufficient exercise. 

None of the horses suffered 
critical injury in Monday’s 
senseles.s attack.'

Farris flays mixup man

OTTAWA An unnamed 
prison guard who deliberately 
mixed up the weapons used in 
the shooting of Mary Stein- 
hauser at the federal peniten¬ 
tiary in New TVestminster was 
severely criticized by the 
Farris inquiry report released 
Tuesday. 

The report- of Chief Justice 
John L. Farris of the B.C. 
Supreme Court, commissioned 
by the federal government, 
was critical of many other ac¬ 
tions of the penitentiary of¬ 
ficials, but it saved the 
strongest condemnation for 
one man. 

This officer “intentionally 


mixed up the guns for the 
purpose of preventing it being 
known who fired the fatal 
shot,” P’arris wrote. 

He added the prison tactical 
squad had no rest during the 
41-hour hostage incident 13 
months ago and this may 
have accounted for the faulty 
shooting. 

Though it named no names, 
apart from laying the blame 
for classification officer Stein- 
hauser’s death on inmates An- 
xlrew Bruce. Dwight Lucas 
and Claire Wilson, the report 
was generally critical of of¬ 
ficials and guards’ actions. 

It made a number of recom¬ 
mendations to iirovenl a re¬ 


currence, including control¬ 
ling prisoner access to other 
parU of the institutions, im- 
piwHng controls of kitchen 
knives and more competent 
squads to deal with such in¬ 
cidents. 

A statement by Solicitor- 
General Warren Allamn said 
many of the recommendations 
had already been implement¬ 
ed. 

Conservative MP John 
Reynolds, who pressed for the 
inquiry, said in an interview 
the report read more like a 
movie script and “seemed 
like a coverup.” 

Reynolds. (Buitiaby-Rich- 
mond-Deltai said it blamed 


lowcrdevel officials when it 
should have been criticizing 
Allmand and* Andre Therrien, 
commissioner of peniten¬ 
tiaries. ,

Under the new legislation, 
first offenders in alcohol-

increased to six months. 

If a second offence occurs 
within a five-year period 
there will be a mandatory gix- 
monlh suspension or one year 
if death, injury or a reporta¬ 
ble accident is involved. 

Previously the mandatoiy 
suspension was one month for 
the first offence and six 
months for a second offence 
within a five-year period. 

Davis said all licence sus¬ 
pensions would take effect Im¬ 
mediately upon conviction.

COMCMC - A smprt south¬

Top cancer foe 
heads bigger war 


Gun crew A; female course cadets^ ready to fire salute |

One of Canada’s top cancer 
specialists will be heading a 
new program of expansion for 
the Victoria Cancer Qinic. 

Dr. Peter Coy, an asaociate 
director of the Cancer Control 
Agency of B.C., has been ap¬ 
pointed to succeed Dr. Nor¬ 
man Lckyer as director of the 
clinic. Lockyer is retiring 
after 25 years as director, and 
was honored at a luncheon 
Tuesday in the board room of 
the Eric Martin Ip/stitute. 

Ooy’s clinical research has 
concentrated on cancer of the 
lung, head and neck regions, 
and he has been a radiother¬ 
apist at the B.C. Cancer Insti 
tute since 1963. 

The Victoria Cbncw Clinic, 
based at Royal Jubilee Hospi¬ 
tal, was established by the 
B.C. Quicer Foundation, 
which turned over respwisi- 
bUity for treatment programs 
to the Cancer Control Agency 
a year and a half ago. 

The two organizations have 
woriced • side-by-side ever 
^ce. with the foundation 
being responsible mainly for . 
raising money f(Mr research, 
equipment, and for co-ordinat¬ 
ing volunteers. 

E*4pansion of the Victoria 
clinic's programs is planned 
to make the elinic into the 
cancer control coitre for the 
400,009 people on Vancouver 
Island, 

The clinic now sees about 
700 new patients a year, han¬ 
dles all radiatl(Mi therapy Tor 
the island, handles most of 
the chemotherapy and pro¬ 
vides expertise in that area, 
and co-operates with local 
physicians and hospitals, said 
Dr. Thomas Hall, director of 
the agency. 

The agency is eager to ex¬ 
pand the clinic to serve the 
Island’s special problems and 
to take advantage of the geo- 
graplBC isolation of the popu- 
lUlion here. ‘wWch makes the 
island a good place to evauate 
.screening programs. Hall 
said. One of the area’s special 
problems is a large popupa- 
tion of older people in Vic¬ 
toria which creates greater 
need for early detection and 
treatment of cancer^ 
Culposcopy clinics will be 
one of the first additions to 
the Victoria Cancer Qinic. 

Culposcopy is part of the 
agency’s cervical cancer 
screening program. Through 
the use of magnifying lenses, 
it permits doctors to treat le¬ 
sions in young women on an 
ouHiatient basis. 

Because the patient does 
not have to go through a full 
scale operation and hospital 
stay, the expense and trauma 
of treatment are greatly re¬ 
duced. 

Two such clinics have been 
operating in Vancouver for 
about three years, and the 
agency has just received a 
commitment from the provin¬ 


cial government to sup|)ort 
the oiiening of a Victoria clin¬ 
ic. 'The agency hojies to have 
14 culposcopy clinics across 
B.C. eventually. 

Other new programs at the 
top of the list for Victoria are 
s-c r e e n i n g programs for 
cancer of the breast and 
cancer of the colon. Those dis¬ 
eases create 900 new breast 
cancer patients and 1,000 new 
colon cancer patients every 
year. Hall said, and early de¬ 
tection could make a big dif¬ 
ference in death rates. . 

Coy . is also hoping to in¬ 
crease the number of volun¬ 
teers working at the clinics. 

Victoria needs, far more vol¬ 
unteers helping to make clinic 
• visits easier for patients, he 
. said. Volunteers can -take pa¬ 
tients to and from the ctirac, 
guide them through'the hospi¬ 
tal's maze of i^s to labora¬ 
tories and x-ray rooms, help 
wdth record-keeping, and in 
some cases help with coun¬ 
selling. 


The Vancouver clinic has a 
women’s auxiliary that pro¬ 
vides volunteer help, and a 
similar group could be very 
useful here, he said. 

Hall estimated that every 
professional involved in the 
clinic could use four volun¬ 
teers. 

Co-ordination between Vic¬ 
toria and Vancouver needs to 
be developed, too, Coy said. 
Information gathered through 
Victoria’s programs will be 
useful to ttie rest of B.C., and 
in the other direction, infor¬ 
mation pouring into Van¬ 
couver and the medical school 
from the rest of the world 
could be shared in Victoria 
through the use of video tafv 
ing and other advances- in 
communications, he said. 

As centre for the Island, the 
clinic is also planning travell¬ 
ing clinics to i*each people 
\to-Tsland, and a lodge where 
up-Island patients cduld stay 
while visiting the clinic in 
Victoria.

Wo mandate to flout law ’

NANAIMO — RCMP here 
do not intend to allow a mi¬ 
nority of troublemakers to use 
the occasion of the Bathtub 
race this weekend “as a man¬ 
date to flout the law.'’ 

Insfiector George Strathdee. 
officer commanding Nanaimo 
detachment, said Tuesday 
that the police are prepared 
this year, “wnth extra man- 
fxjwer end equipment, to take 
early and positive enforce¬ 
ment action towards any vio¬ 
lations of the Criminal Code 
and the Liquor Control Act,” 
to avoid a similar aiituation to 
that on the eve of the 1975 
race. 

At thaft time, police arrested 


and charged 79 persons, most 
with being members of an un¬ 
lawful assembly, after a large 
crowd got nearly out of con¬ 
trol and broke store windows, 
Uxjted and caused a major 
disturbance In Nanaimo’s 
downtown. 

Strathdee said the local 
RCMP detachment supports 
the Nanaimo BatHtub Race to 
the fullest and he added, “as 
evidenced by the active par¬ 
ticipation by a number of our 
stab in the over-all organiza¬ 
tion of the race itself and the 
relative activities.” But, he 
added, "we are still responsi¬ 
ble ‘ for the protection of the 
community and the* enforce¬ 
ment of established laws.’’ 


"We hope that the law-abid¬ 
ing citizens of tMs community 
as well as the many visitors 
attracted by the world-famous 
event will enjoy themselves to 
the fullest” but he said that 
the law. as it is written, will 
be enforcecl throughout the 
celebrafions.

In the junior race, entrants 
are required to race down the 
beach, start their tubs in the 
LeMans race style and race 
them around a twisting, turn¬ 
ing course in Denature Bay. 
After several heats, a win¬ 
ners' race will be run and the 
top finishers wiU be presented 
with trophies.

The drama of the unveiling 
was hardly nmrred when Pre¬ 
mier Bennett needed help to 
pull down the statue’s curtain 
tl)at at first refused to budge. 

Bennett spoke to the crowd 
on cordoned-off Government 
Street and said the larger- 
than-life statue would be "a 


constant reminder of this im¬ 
portant chapter in our his- 
tor>'.” 

Also speaking at the cere¬ 
mony were Mayor Michael 
Young and Maritime Forces 
. Pacific commander Admiral 
Andrew L. Collier, both of 
whom talked of the impor¬ 
tance <A Oook in B.C.. annals. 

Listening to. it all was one 
Victoria resident taking pic¬ 
tures along* with more than a 


dozen other photographers. 

Frank Dutton l^kes the stat¬ 
ue not only because of Cook’s 
inspiring stance and his hand¬ 
ful of maps and measuring 
tools — but also because it 
reminds him of home. 

Dutton and his 94-year-old 
father went fo the unveiling 
ceremony because they lived 
for many years just a stone’s 
throw from the odginal statue 
in Whitby.

VVic medical teacher 

Doctor’s skills 
pass to Games

A Victoria doctor who said 
he would have paid for the op- 
^>d^tunity is winging his way 
to Montreal today to .join the 
Olympic Games’ medical 
staff. 

Dr. John Petersen of the 
University of Victoria health 
services branch is one of two 
Victoria doctors .joining the 
Olympic medical team today. 
The other is Dr. James Laing, 
a general practitiofier. 

Petersen, a graduate of the 
University of Alberta, came 
to Victoria in 1968 and be¬ 
came associated with UVic in 
1961. 

He specializes in athletic 
medicine at UVic and teaches 
the subject. 

Both he and Laing made 
their initial applications for 
the Olympics through the Ca¬ 
nadian Academy of Sixirts 
Medicine, to which they both 
belong. 

Petersen said he made his 
application about a year ago 
and forgot about it until his 
acceptance came through 
COJO. the Canadian Olympic 
organizing committee, three 
mdhths ago. 

“Pm really excited about 
it,” Petersen said. "It’s an 
educational thing for me and 
I expect to learn quite a lot on 
how they’re treating athletic 
injuries.” 

By "they” he meant doctors 
from other parts of Canada 
< 9 nd other countries. 

"If an Olympic-calibre ath¬ 
lete has a sore muscle, that’s 
quite a serious thing,” he 
.said. 

Asked about administration 
of drugs to athletes, Petersen 
said he dealt exclusively with 
amateur athletes at UVic and 
that no drugs have ever been 
administered by him to en¬ 
able a player to take part in a 
game. 

"I think the Olympic stance 
is that no drugs are used, 
period. And I go along with 
that. I see no need for it. I 
wouldn’t be a part of that.” 

One of the things tfiat will 
be done at • the Olympics, 
which get under way officially 
on Saturday, is a sex check. 
This will be done, Petersen 
said, by a Buccal smear, tak¬ 
ing scrapings from the inside 
of the cheek. 

All doctors are to arrive in 
Montreal today, probably to 
begin three days of orienta¬ 
tion. 

Petersen said he did not 
specify an aspect of medicine, 
or any specific sport, and pre¬ 
liminary indications from a 
. sketchy schedule he . has re¬ 
ceived is that he will be work¬ 
ing four days, mainly in the 
Kingston area with canoeists. 

The information sheet also

But they face difficult odds 
be<ause they have nothing 
more than mute witnesses in 
the horses arul two dogs that 
barked a warning. 

The bizarre crime was car¬ 
ried out under cover of dark¬ 
ness at about 2 a.m. in a 
Blenkinsop Road meackw 
where the horses are kept. 

It is the second time in less 
than a week that the com- 
Iiany's horses have figured 
prominently in the news. Last 
week Don Poirier said he was 
fired as barn manager be¬ 
cause of his defence of the 
horses against what he called 
cruelty and neglect. 

Rut company siK>kesmon 
said he was fired because he 
was unable to get along with 
fellow, employees. They also 
denied that the horses were 
suffering undue hardshi|) and 
that the lone stallion was sick 
because of a lack of exercise. 

Poirier’s complaints 
brought two inspectors from 
the Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals to the 
Blenkinsop Road barn. Later 
the SPCA supported the com¬ 
pany’s argument, although it 
did say the stallion was suf¬ 
fering poor, leg circulation 
from insufficient e.xercise. 

None of the horses suffered 
critical injury in Monday’s 
senseless attack.

Chief. Justice Nathan Ne^ 
metZi in a B.C. Supreme 
Court judgment made public 


Tuesday, awarded the dam¬ 
ages to John Hertzfberg and 
his wife Deborah for loss of 
stock, loss of profit and for 
other costs in the explosion 
and fire that de.stroyed their 
store. 

He assessed the damage.s 
against Hydro, Webb and 
Trace Ltd., and Dillingham 
Corporation Co. Ltd. 

The chief justice was told in 


the trial held in Victoria three 
months ago that the three 
companies were involved in 
excavating, drilling, blasting 
and construction in the area 
of the store when a natural 
gas line ignited and caused an 
e.xplosion which destroyed the 
toy shop and other shops in 
the 1800 block of Oak Bay Av¬ 
enue. 

Hydro and the firms admit¬ 


ted liability in the Hertzberg 
damage action but contested 
the compensation to be paid. 
The plaintiffs asked for 
$138,789 in a statement of 
claim for jnoperty loss, loss 
of business ar^ personal suf¬ 
fering. 

Hertzberg retired from the 
navy in 1969 after 25 years 
service and came with his 
wife to Victoria where they 


established a retail toy busi¬ 
ness. • 

‘ 'During the four-year 
period immediately preceding 
the fire they worked hard in 
remodelling the premises and 
establishing what was, by the 
end of August, 1973, a 
successful busmess,” the 
chief justice said.

Wrecking rush 

doesn’t 

materialize

There was no rush to get 
applications for demolition 
permits from city hall Tues¬ 
day before council in an 
emergency afternoon meeting 
passed a bylaw placing a five- 
month freeze on 77 endan¬ 
gered houses of heritage 
value. 

A city engineering depart¬ 
ment official reported only 
three applications were taken 
out Tuesday whereas six a 
day were common during the 
past weeks. 

None of the three applica¬ 
tions concerned properties 
iovered by the bylaw, nor 
would It have done the hold¬ 
ers much good if they had 
been. The bylaw gives the 
••ouncil the right to withhold 
demolition permits and to 
cancel existing one.s on the 77 
houses. 

Demolition permits have al¬ 
ready been issued for three of 
the properties covered by 
the bylaw. 

Violation of bylaw terms 
carries penalties of up to 
$10,000 in fines and-or 60 days 
imprisonment. 

Before the bylaw was given 
unaninious approval, Mayor 
Michael Young told council 
that "action must be taken 
immediately to ensure the 
preservation of older resi¬ 
dences that are of heritage 
significance, particularly in 
the zones of high-density 
use.” He later referred to 
these residences as "commu¬ 
nity assets.” 

Aid. John Hayes, who 
ihaired a special council com¬ 
mittee which, prepared the 
bylaw behind closed door.s, 
blamed the senior govern¬ 
ments for the recent wide¬ 
spread buUdozing of older res¬ 
idences in the dty. Develoj)- 
ers, he said, had only been 
taking advantage of provin¬ 
cial and federal subsidies and 
tax incentives to encourage 
housing. 

Hayes described the bylaw 
as “purely and simply to 
freeze demolition on these 


houses to give council time to 
designate them.” 

Part of Hayes’ report which 
led to the bylaw deals with 
ways in which owners erf the 
designated houses will be 
compensated. Property taxes 
will be frozen on the heritage 
pi' 0 |)erties which, based on 
Ihe 1976 assessment, totals 
$65,280. FJven at an estimated 
10 per cent hike ne.xt year, 
Hayes told council, the freeze 
would only cost the city about 
$6,500 in loss of tax revenue. 

Heritage home owners will 
he allowed higher use, possi¬ 
bly commemal or office, 
where appropriate, as long as 
characteristics aren’t 
changed. 

Council also intends to peti¬ 
tion senior governments to ex¬ 
pand home renovation assis¬ 
tance programs to heritage 
houses.

Olympic flame 

Bennett 
oldest 
in dash 

Canadian Rrtts 

Premier Bennett will be one 
of 12 torchbearers to relay the 
Olympic- flame the first kilo¬ 
metre of its trip from Ottawa 
to Montreal Thursday. 

The bearers, each repre¬ 
senting one of Canada’s 10 
provinces, the Yukon or the 
Northwe.st Territories, were 
named Tuesday by the Olym¬ 
pics organizing committee. 

Bennett, 44, is easily the 
oldest torchbearer, with other 
team members’ ages ranging 
from 16 to 29. Most are stu¬ 
dents. 

The flame was kindled 
Tuesday in olive groves at the 
site of ancient Olympia, in 
Greece, and began its journey 
To Athens, where it will be 
placed in an electronic flame 
sensor. 

The .sensor w-ill convert the 
flame into telephone signals 
which will be transmitted by 
satellite to Ottawa TTiursday. 

The signals are scheduled to 
arrive on Parliament Hill at 
noon B.C. time, when they 
wdll trigger a laser beam to 
recreate the flame in an um 
within half a second. 

A bearer will then light a 
torch and present it to Lord 
Killanin, president of the In- 
tcniation Olympic Ownmit- 
tec. He in turn will hand the 
torch to Prime Minister Tru¬ 
deau, who will officially wel¬ 
come the flame.

This week’s meetings 
bogged dmvn on issues such 
as whether the municipality 
should control development 
through subdivision or sewer 
bylaws. 

They were lengthened with 
issues such as Tuesday’s in 
which Aid. Don MacLaurln 
suggested a parcel of four 
properties not be rezoned 
from agricultural to residen¬ 
tial as the bylaw proposes be¬ 
cause that could mean exten¬ 
sion of the municipality’s se¬ 
wered area, and "urban 
sprawl.” 

Council finally decided to 
talk about toe four properties 
separately. They are located 
at toe southeaat comer of 
Mount Newton Gross Road. 
East Saanich Cross Road and 
three Jots on Cultra Avenue. 

Aid. Percy Lazarz’s mink 
farm is one of the Cultra pro¬ 
perties, and he left toe council 
chambers during discussion of 
it. 

Aid. Dave Hill was one of 
several aldermen who spoke 
long and passionately.
